The automobilista, on the other hend, took 
the view that they had triumphed. 

“We have shown them up,” said Sidney 
Gorham, secretary and attorney for the club, 
“The fact that when they had checkers on 
their. time they were unable to catch a single 
sutoist going over twenty miles an hour 
shows what kind of a game we have been up 
against when ten to fifteen have been hauled 
in each Sunday afternoon. The speed trap 
was no better known yesterday than it has 
been all summer. It simply shows that auto- 
ists have not been violating the speed laws 
in Glencoe. We have proved our point. We 
claim the victory.”

the penny arcade at 310 State street. The 
police have knowledge of thie place. It was 
reported to them by Arthur Burrage Farwell, 
President of the Chicago Law and Order 
league, and from other sources, and to the 
credit of Inspector Wheeler it might be men- 
tioned that he has given his “gambling 
aquad” specific instructions regarding that 
game, but no arresis have been made. As 
Soon as the inspector starts his men out of 
the station for that particular spot the game 
ceases.

BETTER STAY HERE. 

The sultan has freed the political erim!- 
nals who were in Turkish prisons and has 
notified all who took refuge i® foreign 
countries to avoid being imprisoned or 
executed that their offenses have been for- 
given and that it will be safe for them to 
return. It is said that there are in this 
country about 200,000 political fugitives, 
most of them Armenians, -
